Inspected the Building. 

After the formal exercises the guests were 
invited to inspect the building, which was 
lighted by electricity, and a reception was 
held by the Board of Managers and their 
wives in the handsome lobby on the second 
floor. Refreshments were served in the in- 
stitute lunch-room. The auditorium and the 
lobby were tastefully decorated with plants 
and flowers. Oll portraits of the founder, 
Alien C. Lewis, and two of the first trustees, 
Hugh A. White and James M. Adsit, had 
been hung over the oak mantel in the lobby. 
Plants filled two of the four arches and 
guests passed in a constant stream in and 
out ot the other two. In addition to the 
plants on the platform the auditorium was 
decorated with a large flag, which was 
draped about another portrait of Mr. Lewis. 

At 8:15 o’clock the Board of Managers and 
the guests of honor entered in procession 
and Dr. Withrow opened the exercises with 
prayer. President Roche then made a his- 
torical\ statement. He said: 

„% We meet tonight to dedicate the Lewis 
Institute, founded by Allen C. Lewis. The 
founder stipulated that his personal estate 
should be securely invested until 1885, or 
until it should be worth $800,000. 

“The first trustees were Hugh A. White, 
Henry F. Lewis, and James M. Adsit. It 
appears from the records that they dis- 
charged their duties well, and they are en- 
titled to great credit for their fidelity and 
care, and for the interest they manifested 
in affairs of the Lewis estate. Twenty years 
have elapsed since the death of Mr. Lewis, 
and none of the trustees lived to see the 
commencement of the building.” 

Application to the Courts. 

After telling of the causes that induced 
the trustees to leave the site selected by Mr. 
Lewis on Haymarket square and that after- 
wards chosen at Morgan and Van Buren 
streets, he continued: 


„ Application was made to the Circuit’ 


Court and the required permission was 
granted by Judge Tuley. In the meanwhile 
Mr. White and Mr. Henry F. Lewis had died 
and Mr. Adsit had resigned, and your humble 
servant, who was appointed to succeed Mr. 
Lewis, was left alone in charge of this es- 
tate. As Mr. White was called away unex- 
pectedly, there was some little difficulty ex- 
perienced in becoming acquainted with all 
of the details to which he had attended, but 
after a short time we were able to take up 
the work. Then we applied to Judge O. H. 
Horton, asking him to appoint Judge C. C. 
Kohlsaat and John McLaren as trustees, in 
accordance with Mr. Lewis’ will. 

Henry Ives Cobb was selected as the 
architect, after we had purchased the pres- 
ent site for the building. I am pleased to 
be able to say to you that these trustees, 
Kohlsaat and McLaren, have devoted them- 
selves to the work, manifesting great inter- 
est in all pertaining to it, and have given 
close attention to the details, and I think 
we were fortunate in securing their services. 

I may say, in reference to Mr. Cobb, the 
architect, who originally commenced with 


Mr. White and myself to prepare plans for 


the building. and who was afterwards select- 
ed to take charge of the present structure, 
that he has discharged his duty in a satis- 
factory manner. 

Institution New Incorporated. 

The Lewis Institute is now incorporated, 
has five trustees, and in addition a board 
of managers, all of the trustees being mem- 
bers of the board. 

Mr. McLaren made a financial statement 
for the trustees. He said the estate had 
increased since 1877, when Mr. Lewis died, 
to about $1,600,000 at the present time, of 
which about $1,000,000 is invested and 
| ne an annual income of from $40,000 to 


$50,000. :

At different times he was the legal rep- 
resentative of the receivers of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific railroad company, the 
National Bank of America, the Ogden es- 
tate, and the Graceland Cemetery corpora- 
tion. 

He married a daughter of George F. Rum- 
sey. Their children were two daughters. 

Mr. Norton interested himself in literary 
matters as soon as he had settled in this 
city, and rapidly became a leader in every- 
thing that related to literature and educa- 
tion in Chicago. He was a member of the 
University club, the Chicago club, the Chi- 
cago Literary club, the Fellowship club, 
and the Union club. He was President of 
the Chicago Literary club for several years. 

As Orator and Author. 

The last public appearance of Mr. Norton 
was in January, 1895, at the annual dinner 
of the Yale alumni, where he delivered an 
address on The Scholar in Society.“ 

When the-memorable dinner was given in 
honor of Daniel H. Burnham at New York, 
soon after the World's Fair, Mr. Norton was 
chosen to represent Chicago on the program. 
Among the other speakers at the banquet 
were Charles Eliot Norton, Richard Watson 
Gilder, Charles Dudley Warner, Horace Por- 
ter, and Rufus S. Choate. 

At the opening of the World’s Fair Mr. 
Norton was chosen to read the Declaration 
of Independence, and the speech with which 
he followed the reading has been character- 
ized as his most brilliant effort. . 

Mr. Norton’s stories and other literary 
productions were sought by the publishers 
of Scribner’s, the Century, and other peri- 
odicals. One article on an economic topic 
published in Scribner’s about three years 
ago attracted wide attention. He was a fre- 
quent contributor of short stories to the 
magazines. 


Esteemed by the Bar. 

By the members of his profession Mr. Nor- 
ton was considered as having one of the most 
remarkable minds at the American bar. A 
member of his firm said yesterday: 

His clearness of expression and his com- 
mand of language, both in speaking and 
writing, were proverbial. Combined with 
these gifts he had the power of arriving 
quickly at an opinion without the long, la- 
borious study generally required in abstruse 
legal problems. 

“He could write the most readable and 
interesting briefs of any lawyerin Chicago. 
They were short, as a rule, but the facts 
were stated with remarkable lucidity.

Enoch Pratt was born in North Middle- 
borough, Mass., Sept. 10, 1808. In 1831 he 
came to Baltimore and established himseif 
as a commission merchant. A little later on 
he founded the wholesale iron house of Pratt 
& Keith, which afterward became that of 
K. Pratt & Bro. At the time of his death Mr. 
Pratt was President and director of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ and Planters’ Bank, the 
duties of which position have devolved on 
him for forty-five years; Vice-President 
and director of the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore railroad for twenty-seven 
years; also President and director in numer- 
ous other institutions, and prominently 
identified for many years past with railroad 
building and shipping interests.

It has been ag- 
gravated from.a variety of causes, but none 
greater than the assault which has been 
made by the allied political organizations 
upon the credit and currency of the country.

Cause of Business Depression. 


“We know that the present monetary 
standard has not stood in the way of our 
prosperity in the past. [Cries of “ No, no; 
free trade has.’’"] You know that we were 
prosperous in 1892 and had been for the pre- 
ceding ten years. You know that we have 
not seen any real measure of prosperity 
since. [Applause.] Business is so sensitive, 
so quick to scent danger, that any legisla- 
tion or proposed legislation or change 
of policy which would derange or 
alter or unsettle values is felt long before 
the apprehended blow is given. Sothat from 
the very hour it was determined by the 
American people that the Republican party

ployers gave work to 78,700 hands; 35,531 
men who had been employed in 1892 were 
thrown out of employment in 1896 and put in 
a state of idleness, resulting in a loss of more 
than 30 per cent to labor. In July, 1892, the 
wages paid to the 114,281 hands amounted 
to $3,927,000. In July, 1896, the earnings of 
the 78,700 hands amounted to only $2,469,712, 
a loss to labor in a single month in those es- 
tablishments of $1,457,000, or 40 percent. [A 
voice: ‘‘ Pennsylvania knows it.“! Yes, and 
Pennsylvania, like all the rest of the coun- 
try, will vote this year with knowledge. 
[Cries of Right, right.’’] In 1882 the month- 
ly average of wages paid in these establish 
ments was $84.50: in 1896 only $31.

ERES ENGAGES GOLD PROM FRANCE. 


Amonnt of Yellow Metal Imported and 
Applied For Is $36,385,000—Depos-~ 
its im the Subtreasury. 


New York, Sept. 17.—[(Special.]—Lazard 
Fréres announced late this afternoon the 
engagement of $4,000,000 in gold from the 
Bank of France for shipment to this coun- 
try. Rumors were current in Wall street 
that other heavy engagements of gold had 
been made in Europe for shipment this week. 
The report evidently was well founded, but 
positive information could be obtained only 
regarding one other shipment, that being 
$250,000 by Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. 
Cable advices indicate the sale by the Bank 
of England of about 5300, 000 in American 
eagles, presumably for export to the United 
States. 

The sum of $240,000 gold was deposited in 
the Subtreasury today in exc e for 
greenbacks. The total known amount of 
gold already arrived, now on Buropean 
steamships sailing for New York, and en- 
gaged for importation is $36,385,000. 

The largest chunk. of gold that has ever 
been in this city was wheeled down Broad- 
way today. It was taken from the Grand 
Central depot to the United States Assay 
Office, in Wall street, in a common express 
wagon, guarded by five detectives. The big 
lump weighs 4,737 ounces, and it is worth 
$85,000. It was shipped to the Assay Office 
by the Bank of Montreal, Canada, and be- 
longs to the Caribou Mining company of 
British Columbia.

While a Sena- 
torial committee was in session trying to 
ascertain the truth or falsity of this state- 
ment the Republican leaders of the St. Louis 
convention prepared the gold plank of their 
platform, wired it to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
for approval, received a reply that it was 
eminently satisfactory, and adopted it. 

It is the first square declaration on any 
platform in favor of the single standard 
and in opposition to the use of silver as law- 
ful money.” 

Mr. Rockwell argued that silver had not 
depreciated in value; instead of that, he 
held, the purchasing power of gold had in- 
creased through legislation hostile to silver. 
Farmers, he alleged, were the principal 
sufferers, and they constitute fully one-half 
of those in the United States following gain- 
ful occupations. To do justice to them would 
be to benefit all. He added:

Piatform as Adopted. 


At the conclusion of his speech, the Chair- 
man called for the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, and it was read by Mr. 
Yorke. 

The first plank of the platform is as fol- 
ows: 

“The Democratic party of the State of 
New York, in convention assembled, unre- 
seryvedly indorses the platform adopted. by 
the“ Democratic, party at the national con- 
vention held in Chicago on July 7, 1896, cor- 
dially approves the nominations there made, 
pledges to William J. Bryan and Arthur 
Sewall its hearty and active support, and 
declares, as its deliberate judgment, that 
never in the history of the Democratic party 
has a platform been written which embodied 
more completely the interests of.the whole 
people, as distinguished from those who 
seek legislation for private benefit, than 
that given to the country by the National 
Democratic convention of 1898.“ 

In subsequent sections the platform de- 
nounces the Raines excise law as infringing 
upon the rights of the citizen: accuses the 
Republican State administration of extrava- 
gance, alleges that the Legislature has pros- 
tituted its powers to partisan ends in legis- 
lating Democrats out of office: advocates the 
improvement of roads; and urges an amend- 
ment of the employers’ liability law. 

Mr. Yorke moved the previous question on 
the adoption of the report. Henry D. Pur- 
roy objected, but was ruled out of order. 
The convention voted viva voce on the adop- 
tion of the previous question, which the 
Chair decided was carried. Mr. Purroy ap- 
pealed from the decision and demanded a 
call of the roll upon the question of sustain- 
ing the Chair’s ruling. When his name was 
reached in the roll-call Mr. Purroy produced 
from his pocket the manuscript of a speech 
which he proceeded to read, the convention 
all the while calling upon him to be seated. 
His speech was a protest against the appli- 
cation of the gag rule. At its conclusion 
Mr. Purroy said he would vote yea upon the 
adoption of the report of the Platform com- 
mittee. The roll-call sustained the Chair’s 
decision, and then the platform as reported 
was unanimously adopted. . 


Nominations Are Quickly Made. 

Nominations for Governor being in order, 
Albany County presented the name of Jonn 
Boyd Thacher. Allegany County presented 
the name of Congressman Sulzer. Jefferson 
County presented the name of Wilbur F. 
Porter of-Watertown. 

In seconding the nomination af Mr. Thach- 
er Senator Grady warned the convention 
that the nomination of a Tammany man 
(Sulzer being meant) would put it in the 
power of the opposition to make it appear 
that the issue was whether or not the tiger 
should rule in State politics. The only de- 
sire of Tammany, he said, was to see a candi- 
date nominated who could help the Chicago 
ticket. 

It was 2:09 o’clock when the roll-call be- 
gan, and as it progressed there was much ap- 
plause. The vote as announced was: Thach- 
er, 333: Sulzer, 90; Porter, 20. 

On Mr. Sulzer’s motion the nomination of 
Mr. Thacher was made unanimous. 

Elliot Danforth said in a few words that 
he desired the nomination of Wilbur F. Por- 
ter for Lieutenant-Governor. There were 
several indorsements at once, and within 
three minutes the nomination had been made 
by acclamation. The same course was taken 
in nominating a Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, Judge Robert C. Titus of Buffalo be- 
ing chosen. 

The Presidential Electors were then se- 
lected, after which the convention adjourned 
sine die.

THINKS IT IS HIS DUTY TO SUPPORT 
THE POPOCRATIC TICKET. 


Writes a Letter in Which He Overlocks 
His Speech for Good Money at Chi- 
cago and Says That, in Order to 
Keep the Party from Straying Into 
Strange Hands, He Will Cast His 
Lot with the People He Once De- 
nounced. 


New York, Sept. 17.— [Special. ILA Wash- 
ington special to the World says: 

Senator David B. Hill intends soon to 
announce that he will support Bryan and 
Sewall. The Senator has written to friends 
here saying that after long consideration of 
what his course as a Democrat ought to 
be he has concluded that, bad as the Chicago 
platform is and unacceptable as the ticket 
is in many respects, it is his duty to accept 
the decision of the national convention and 
support its candidates. In doing this the 
Senator is emphatic in his reiteration of the 
speech he made in the Chicago convention 
in opposition to the doctrine it was deter- 
mined to put forth as the party faith. 

„ Senator Hill distinctly states that he 
does not withdraw nor depart from the lan- 
&Uage or the sentiments of the speech of 
protest he made at that time. ; 

„Senator Hill’s explanation of how, after 
that speeth ard his determination to stand by 
it, he cah support Mr. Bryan and the plat- 
form he then denounced, is two-fold. First, 
he regards tue control and directing of his 
party in New York as being in great danger. 
He fears that if things are allowed to drift, 
if all the leading Democrats flout their regu- 
lar nationai ticket, if there is no one to hold 
the pariy in the path of true Democracy, 
which he believes lone will lead in time to 
victory, that the party organization will fall 
into unworthy hands, will be diverted from 
its true aims and purposes, and will wander 
in the wilderness of defeat for years to 
come, 

His other reason for supporting Bryan 
and Sewall is that he feels he has been forced 
to do so by the action of the national Demo- 
cratic party at Indianapolis. The Senator 
wishes it distinctly understood that he is 
neither a silver monometallist nor a gold 
monometallist, but a simon pure bimetallist. 
He sees no choice, so far as monometallism 
is concerned, between the Chicago platform 
and the one adopted at Indianapolis. The 
former practically advocates a silver stand-

HE SCORKS THE CLERGY. 


BRYAN TAKES THE GOSPEL MINIS- 
N Tens TO TASK. 5 


Says They Are Calling the Poor Peo- 
Ple Anarchists and Proceeds to 
Abuse the Church for Not Acéept- 
ing the Silver Doctrine Which He 
Is Advocating and Having it 
Preached from the Pulpit — Says 

 Clergymen Favor Money Sharks. 


Raleigh, N. C., Sept. 17.—Mr. Bryan, the 
Popocratic Presidential nominee, ended his 
day’s labors in this city and devoted his time 
at Nash’s Park to a condemnation of min- 
isters of the gospel and religious publica- 
tions for not accepting his views on the 
financial question, and drew a comparison 
between them and the revered Leader whose 
coming marked the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. Mr. Bryan spoke as follows: 

J am informed that the Republican Na- 
tional committee has sent circulars to various 
religious papers and organizations calling 
attention to a danger which they say threat- 
ens these religious organizations if we have 
the free coinage of silver. I want you to re- 
member that the Republican party, and the 
Republican speakers, and the Republican 
candidates, most all of these, have denounced 
the Democrats for trying to array class 
against class. I want to say to you that the 
Republican party is doing more in this coun- 
try today to array class against class than 
any party that ever existed in the United 
States. [Applause.] ‘The Republican party 
is appealing to every class, or nearly every 
class, and attempting to array that class 
against others. They appeal to the labor- 
ingman and tell him that the gold standard 
gives him a ‘higher priced dollar for his 
wages without telling him that it also makes 
it impossible for a very large number of men 
who want to labor to get a chance to earn 
one of those high-priced dollars. [Applause.] 

Out in our State the Republican conimit- 
tee of one of the counties appealed to the 
school teachers, trying to show them that a 
gold standard was a good thing for them, 
thereby trying to set the school teachers 
against the rest of the people, and now they 
and church papers, and are now trying to 
array them against the free coinage of silver. 

Well, I could stand any appeal made by 
the advocates of the gold standard to almost 
any class better than an appeal made to the 
preachers and teachers of religion. If there 
is one thing that the church people of this 
country could afford to array themselves 
against it is the gold standard as it is being 
advocated by the American people at this 
time. [Applause.] And yet the Republican 
party is appealing to church people to take 
their place on the side of the gold standard. 

How Things Have Changed. 

How things have changed in the last 
1800 years. Look at the people who head 
the gold standard propaganda in the United 


States. Look at the bondholding class and 


the money-changer classes, the brokerage 
classes of New York, who are trying to fas- 
ten a gold standard upon the people of this 
country—not openly, but secretly and in dis- 
guise, and then turn back 1800 years, when 
the meek and lowly Savior threw the same 
kind of people out of his temple because they 
had made his house a den of thieves [great 
applause], and then think that these people 
come and appeal to the ministers of the gos- 
pel and the church papers to save them from 
the wrath to come. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 

My friends, when certain ministers of the 
gospel denounce the great mass of the peo- 
ple who stand behind free coinage, when 
these ministers have denounced these advo- 
eates of free coinage and have taken their 
places upon the side of these great aggrega- 
tions of wealth, I remind them that when 
the Savior was here it was the common peo- 
ple who heard him gladly—the very people 
whom these ministers today call Anarchists 
and Socialists. [Great applause.] 


Of Great Concern. 


„My friends, when I find—there are not 
many of them, but they are quite conspicu- 
ous—when I find these men casting their lot 
upon that side and exhausting abusive lan- 
guage in their description of the great 
masses of the people of this country, I feel 
like saying tothem that if they will take their 
chances with Dives, I, will risk my chances 
with Lazarus. [Greatapplause.] This mon- 
ey question is a question which concerns 
every one of you and you have a right to 
consider what has been done and 
what will be done and then decide 
whether you want to support the present 
financial policy or not. When prices are 
falling and money is rising a man can better 
afford to lock his money up in a vault and 
gain the rise than invest his money in prop- 
erty and risk a loss in the value of the 

roperty. 
. = Wome aie making the property not worth 
having, and everybody is trying to turn 
property into money. And while the gold 
standard lasts that condition must remain 
and times must be hard, and, hard times 
mean more idle men, and more idle men 
means more destitute men, and more desti- 
tute men means at last more criminal men, 
and yet the gold standard men appeal to 
the ministry to increase erime.“ [Great ap- 
plause and cheering.]

MR. BRYAN AS A CALAMITY HOWLER 


den by the Money Power. 

Lexington, N. C., Sept. 17.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan continued his talking tour 
through North Caralina today, starting at 
Charlotte at 8 o’clock this morning, where 
he addressed several thousand people, pro- 
ceeding from there to Durham. 

He spoke at Charlotte as follows: 

„Ladies and Gentlemen: The Republican 
party has been legislating to make a dollar 
dearer and then they deny that legislation 
has anything to do with the dollar. I want 
this morning to call attention to the condi- 
tions in the volume of our money. Now, I 
want to assert it first, as a proposition that 
cannot be disposed of, that the money of the 
country must keep pace with the population 
of the country and with the industries of the 
country. [Cheers.] And that unless the 
money does so we shall find that a dollar rises 
in value all the time. Now, when a dollar 
rises in value it simply means that prices 
will fall, and falling prices are an injury to 
the men who produce the wealth of this 
country. Falling prices are good for the 
man who has and wishes to use that money 
to buy the things falling in price. 

„Senator Sherman, who stands at the head 
and front as the recognized leader of the Re- 
publican party, and all that portion of the 
Democratic party which is trying to electa 
Republican for President, used these words 
in a speech which he made in behalf of the 
Sherman bill on the Sth day of June, 1890: 
‘If our present currency,’ said Senator Sher- 
man, ‘is estimated at $1,400,000,000 and our 
population is increasing at the rate of 3 per

price. Can the United States take all the 
silver dffered? If so we can maintain the 
parity. The only way to know absolutely is 
to try. If we can take it all we will fix the 
price at $1.29, and we would raise the price 
of those things ‘which come in competition 
with the products of other countries, there- 
by restoring prosperity to the farmer, who 
would then purchase at the stores and make 
a demand for the product of factories. If 
you destroy the ability of the producer to 
sell the products of the factories, you de- 
stroy the factories, no matter what they 
talk about opening the mills.” 

When the train reached Salisbury, at 11:15, 
the larger portion of the population ap- 
peared to be at the station. Mr. Bryan was 
introduced by T. F. Klutz, one of tho 
seconded his nomination at Chicago.

The nominee spoke. eulogistically of the 
State he was in, and after referring to the 
fact that Andrew Jackson had been a law 
student m Salisbury, he said:

e. BURIES A BOX IN A STONE PYRAMID. 


stant Architect Wood Has a Little 
Own Under the Capitol, 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.}~ 
The Capitol has three boxes hidden in its 
foundations which contain all the accessor<- 


les of a corner- stone. 


The third box was laid today in a pyramid 
of cement There was no ceremony connected 


with the placing of the box; no crowd of in- 


terested spectators, but only the men en- 
gaged in the work on the pyramidal 
foundation which is to support the dynamo 
to be put in on the Senate side of the Capitol 
It was so near completion that Assistant 
Architect Wood concluded the time had come 
to place in position his box of curios. So he 
had the workmen bulld a littl vault of 
bricks as near the center of the pyramid as 
possible. This was to be the resting 
of the box. se 
The box itself was a tin affair ten by twelve 
inches and eight inches deep, After the 
articles had been placed in, it was scaled and 
soldered.’ The vault was bricked in after 
it was put in place and layers of cement 
were — on 4 5 6 eg teat Cea 
pecimens of the coins of the States 
from one cent up to a ieee Iai were 
among the curiosities laid in the box. A 
number of small medals were added, one 
specimen being a World’s Fair medallion.

ne coming into the city with 480 pas- 
rs aboard at 7 o’clock last evening the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul special 
race train from Ideal Park, drawn by engine 
No. 740, telescoped the rear of a long transfer 
freight train under the Humboldt boulevard 
seriously injuring seven persons, 
wrecking five freight cars, and the passenger 
‘engine, and the heavy steel bridge. That 
no deaths resulted among the ruins was as 
strange as the fantastic shape assumed by 
the wreckage when the giant shock was 
over. b 
The Injured,

Moulton, Nathan, fireman, Milwaukee, boarding 
at Artesian and Grand avenues; scalded about 
the head and shoulders; taken to his boarding 
place; will recover. 

Wagner, Webster, No. 3156 State street: scalded 
and bruised. 

Weaver, Jennie, colored, No. 15 East Taylor street; 
thrown from her seat in one of the coaches, sus- 
taining injuries about the head; taken to her 
home in a carriage; later became delirious; may 


die. 


Accounts of how the accident occurred 
The explanation given best credence 
is that the freight, which had just come in 
from Pacific Junction’ two and a half miles 
west, had missed its switch east of the 
bridge and was backing to take it again 
when the excursion tfain came along. 

James Conline, rear flagman on the freight 
train, was on the ground signaling with his 
lantern’when Engine No. 740, drawing seven 
coaches and a baggage car, came down the 
track toward the bridge at the maximum 
speed allowed inside the city., The freight 
train numbered twenty-five cars, which were 
drawn by switch engine No. 80. Engineer 
James Ryan had backed down upon the main 

ck belonging to the incoming special. 
Five cars reached out beyond the bridge. 
The switch which the train would have taken 
after backing the entire twenty-five cars 
westward to the main track was 100 feet 
east of the bridge. Flagman Conline sig- 
naled first to the engineer of the freight to 
stop and then running westward several 
car lengths endeavored to flag the special. 

It was dark and the signal was either not 
geen or not understood. 

The freight stopped, but the engineer of 
the racing special, apparently believing he 
had the open track and not seeing the blind 
end of the freight car, thundered on. 


Then Comes a Terrific Crash. 


Engineer James Moran and Fireman 
Thomas Moulton got their first notice of an 
obstruction by a terrific crash which was 
followed by quick and repeated concussions 
and dizzy leaps upward by their engine. 
In an instant the passenger engine had 
= its way through four box cars heavily 
“loaded with wheat and flaxseed. It went 
through them as it would have penetrated 
papier maché. The cars were literally 
smashed into splinters. 
That freak of telescoping brought the loco- 
motive with its crew still in the cab to the 
fifth box-car, which stood as the last one 
beyénd the bridge, As Engineer Ryan an- 
Swered the signal to advance the freight 
cars had begun to move east when the tele- 
scope gave the rear end its terrific impetus. 
_Insted of smashing this fifth grain car the 
engine jumped upon it, threw its pilot 


Straight inte the air so that the front of the 
engine struck the bridge as it passed under 
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IN THE STREET 
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and in another instant had mounted upon the 
platform of the wrecked box-car and be- 
come a passenger as far as the other side 
of the bridge. The job was done so neatly 
there was hardly a suggestion of top left 
to the box-car. g 


Bridge Badly Damaged. 


The engine struck the heavy stone abut- 
ment of the bridge in rising upon the box car, 
knocking out immense biccks of stone as if 
they had been bricks. It also wrecked the 
top of the bridge. The steel roof with its 
two feet of concrete and pavement of cedar 
blocks was punched out and sprinkled ap 
and down Humboldt boulevard as neatly as 
if dohe with dynamite. 

Fireman Moulton was thrown through his 

cab window on the side away from the stone 
abutment the length of his engine, and head- 
first into a car-end full of loose wheat. That 
he found so soft a buffer is believed by hlin 
to be the reason why he lives. 
Engineer Moran fell into a chance opening 
between his crushed cab and the stone wall. 
He was badly bruised, but no bones were 
broken. He had to be dug out by the wreck- 
ing crew. How he came to that position, 
escaping the crush of the engine against the 
abutment with force enough to tear out the 
stones and smash the rolling stock, he can- 
not tell. He also found himself enveloped 
in wheat in his narrow berth, which prevent- 
ed the heat of the boiler reaching him. 

The entire crew of the freight were knocked 
down, but the two other brakemen were well 
forward and escaped injury. Flagman 
Conline, who tried to prevent the catas- 
trophe, considered his escape from injury 
by flying splinters and bits of machinery as 
wonderful. 

Passengers began to toss over seats like 
toys at the first bump. Some were thrown 
over the heads of others. A few say they 
een the ceiling. Panic seized everybody 
and the screams of women, several of whom 
fainted, rang out through the din. 

The train was provided with another en- 
gine and the race party was delivered at 
the Union Depot with half an hour’s delay. 

A wrecking crew worked at clearing away 
the débris until daylight. Meanwhile an- 
ther track was used for incoming trains. 


Statement of a Passenger. 


Jennie Weaver, who received internal in- 
juries that may result fatally, was suffering 
too severely last night to give a coherent ac- 
count of the accident, but J. E. Johnson, who 

rds in the same house, No. 15 Taylor 
Street, and who was sitting in the same seat 
With her at the time of the casualty, safd: 

The accident happened because we were 
running at the rate of a mile a minute in- 
side the city limits. Just before the acci- 

ent occurred I looked out of the window and 
remarked on the speed of the train. Then 
Came the crash, and everywody in the car 
Was thrown forward. 

“TI struck on my neck on the sharp edge 
of the seat in front and was then thrown 
back into my seat with a thud that jarred 
every bone in my body. Jennie Weaver was 
thrown against the front seat, striking on 
the upper part of her chest, and then thrown 
‘back, striking her head against the window 

Immediately after the shock every- 
body in the car began screaming, and for 
awhile it was hard to tell just how serious 
the accident was. There was any number of 
bloody and battered faces.“

MRS. FITZGERALD, A HUSBAND'S VIC- 
Tim, Ar WOODLAWN STATION,. 


While the Case of Alleged Brutality Is 
Being Considered Today by the 
Grand Jury. the Aged Sufferer, 
Whose Case Has Excited the Sym- 
pathy of Hyde Park Residents, May, 
It Is Said, Pass Away—Capt. Shippy’s 
Men in Search of Fugitive Spouse. 


Aged Margaret Fitzgerald, whose unfortu- 
nate marital experiences have occupied the 
attention of the citizens of Hyde Park for 
several weeks, lies at the point of death in 
the woman’s department of the Woodlawn 
Folice Station. Her husband, Michael Fitz- 
gerald, is eagerly sought by a number of 
detectives under Capt. Shippy’s command. 

The condition of Mrs. Fitzgerald is attrib- 
uted by the police to the acts of her hus- 
band, who is now under heavy bond to in- 
sure his appearance in the Criminal Court 
when wanted. 

One month ago he was arraigned: before 
Justice Porter of Hyde Park on charges of 
wife abandonment and assault with intent

For over forty 
years they lived happily together, but of late 
the husband has.assumed an alleged harsh 
attitude toward his aged companion. He 
has money in the First National Bank, the 
exact amount of which he refuses to divulge. 

One month ago the citizens of the southern 
portion of the city were startied by an un- 
usual story. Mrs. Fitzgerald was found 


chained to the floor of a shanty in the rear, 


of her home at Hartwell avenue and Sixty- 
sixth street. Inquiry developed the fact that 
she had been held a prisoner in that con«al- 
tion for twenty-four hours, being even denied 
a drink of water. 

The husband's arrest on charges of brutal- 
ity followed, with the result that his case 
will be investigated by the grand jury today. 

The troubles of the wife, added to her age, 
weakened her mind, and when the husband 
asked her to return to him, promising her 
a home, she readily assented. His promises 
seem to have been broken immediately, 
neighbors declaring that they found the 
woman wandering aimlessly on the prairies 
ten days ago. * 

Sent to Detention Hospital. 

She was taken in charge and sent to the 
Detention Hospital. Fitzgerald heard of this 
and on Thursday last appeared before Judge 
Brown of the County Court, who accepted 
the latter’s word and gave the wife into his 
custody. 

On Wednesday night Fitzgerald is said 
to have repeated his tactics and ordered his 
wife off of the premises. She was founda 
short time later by friends, who took hei 
to the home of Mrs. James Riley, No. 6650 
Michigan avenue. Mrs. Riley cared for her 
and notified the Englewood police, who in 
turn called the attention of the County 
Agent to the case. The latter official had 
no authority in the premises and Mrs. Fiiz- 
gerald was taken to the Woodlawn station. 

Matron Rice surrendered her room to the 
aged sufferer, and called Dr. Carey to min- 
ister to her. The old woman fell into a 
troubled sleep, broken frequently by start- 
led exclamations of: 

Don't hit me. For God's sake don't!“ 

Matron Rice said last night: 

J do not believe the woman will live. 
She is partially paralyzed, and the priva- 
tions she has suffered have broken her 
health completely. Add to that her age, and 
in my opinion it is impossible for her to 
survive.” 

Capt. Ship$y Astounded. 

Capt. Shippy said that never before had 
he heard of such a case. 

Fitzgerald comes up before the grand 
jury tomorrow,” the Captain said. and we 
have sufficient evidenee to warrant his in- 
dictment. All I can do in regard to the 
woman is to book her as a destitute person. 


She is in a serious condition, and no move 


will, be made in her case except such as will 
to prolong the little life left in her. 

I have officers searching for the husband 
at the present time and hope to have him in 
custody soon. He has up to the present time 
deserted his wife shamefully on three occa- 
sions, and despite his age he will be prose- 
cuted to the extent of the law.“ 

Mrs. Fitzgerald's condition was some- 
what more favorable late last night than 
for some days, but the universal opinion 
prevailed that she could not survive the

“Mr. Norton was by all odds the most 
brilliant after-dinner speaker I have ever 
heard. He acquired a national reputation 
a few years ago for his eloquence, which 
had been known here among us for almost 
a generation. , | 

He was also a lawyer of the very best 
ability... He was loved by a very large circte 
of the best men in the city for his kindliness 


and his social gifts. é 


„Mr. Norton never cared for notoriety. 
He never sought office. With all his brilliant 
gifts, he was one of the most modest of men, 
and so reticent and with such a modest 


opinion of his own ability that to those who 


did not know him he seemed cold and dis- 
tant. In reality, he had the warmest and 
kindest of hearts.“ 


Story of His Long Illness. 

Mr. Norton’s illness dated from an attack 
of the grip in August, 1893. He was confined 
to the house only three weeks, but the re- 
sults showed themselves soon afterward in 
his general health. 

He went abroad with his family at that 
time. Nine months were spent in Algiers and 
Northern: Africa and in Southern Europe. 
On his return to America his general health 
seemed much improved, but the disease was 
still there, 

One year ago Mr. Norton was told by his 

hysicians that he could not live, but his 
— Spirits seemed ever to his friends 
to override the sentence. He would rally 
and appear. to be on the road to an ultimate 
recovery. The last year had been a con- 
stant struggle with encroaching disease and 
interrse suffering. s 

Last Sunday night he sank rapidly, and it 
was thought the end was at hand, but he 
again rallied. On Wednesday he was much 
improved, but at 8 o’clock he became un- 
conscious and remained so till his death. 

Besides his widow and two daughters, Mr. 
Norton ieft two brothers, Edmund and 
George B., and three half-brothers, L. D., 
J. L., and S. W. Norton.

BRYAN’S APPEAL TO CONSCIENCE. 

In his speech at Lexington, Ky., on Tues- 
day last, Bryan had the effrontery to say: 

The majority ruled at Chicago and wrote the 
platform that was Democratic. For once the con- 
vention took strong, open, unequivocal grounds in 
favor of the immediate restoration of free coinage 
at the ratio of. 16 to 1, and what was the result? 
Why, four months ago the Republicans thought 
all they had to do was to nominate their candidate 
and election was sure, but just as soon as the Chi- 
cago platform was written, as soon as the Demo- 
cratic party appealed to the hearts and consciences 
of the people, the hope of the Republican party 
was changed to despondency and to despair. 


What was the nature of the appeal made 
by the Populist following in the Chicago 
convention to the hearts and consciences 
of the people”? It was that they should 
cheat their creditors and retain half their 
capital; that they should pay their laborers 
with half-bogus dollars; that they should 
openly violate the commandement “ Thou 
shalt not steal.” Was this an appeal to 
conscience? Was it not rather an appeal to 
the greed, cupidity, and dishonesty in 
human nature? 

Having inculcated these dishonest and 
rascally lessons, then, says Bryan, “ the 
hope of the Republican party was changed 
to despondency and despair.” If these les- 
sons were to be acted upon, well might the 
hope of the Republican party change to 
despondency and despair as it beheld self- 
called Democrats acting upon his rascally 
advice to gheat, defraud, and steal. Well 
mightit grow despondent over this spectacle 
of Democratic dishonesty and despair of 
effecting any change except through the 
medium of crushing and irretrievable de- 
feat. 

Bryan uttered not a word pology for 
the results of the dishonest policy of which 
he is the leading advocate, for the destruc- 
tion of half the.value of the investments of 
the common people in savings banks, in 
simple loans to their neighbors, in building 
loan associations, in life insurance policies, 
in commercial banks, etc. He had no bowels 
of compassion for these millions of poor, 
frugal; worthy people. He had no regret, 
no compassion for the millions of dollars 
the common people would lose by his dishon- 
est scheme of cheap 50-cent dollars which 
would cut down the pay of sixtcen million 
wage- workers. 

In view of the brazen character of the ap- 
peal he makes to the heart and conscience of 
the people, it is fair to ask what kind of a 
heart and conscience does Mr. Bryan him- 
self carry round with him? In what sort 
of a moral code does he believe? The prin- 
ciples he inculcates certainly are not to be 
found in the beliefs of honest people, of peo- 
in 
Masonic codes, or in any of Christ’s moral 
laws. Bryan is fond of quoting from the 
Bible, though through ignorance of it he 
usually misquotes. Has he never heard of 
the commandment Thou shalt not steal ’’? 

In closing this extraordinary moral lect- 
ure Bryan urged upon his hearers that they 
must never cease thinking we mean busi- 
ness.“ This must be their motto, and, I 
want you to show that you know what the 
motto means.“ What kind of business is 
it they mean? Is it to swindle their credit- 
ors out of half their dues? Is it to cheat 
their servants and laborers out of half their 
pay by tendering them half-bogus dollars? 
The world generally has not called this busi- 
ness, but rascality. Is the man who urges 
this kind of business upon the people crazy 
or has he gone to his Satanic Majesty for his 
principles? He wants the people to know 
what this motto means. If he were an hon- 
est man he would tell them it means to 
smash a nation’s circulating medium, to 
destroy half the volume of all the credits in 
the United States, to plot, to steal, to cheat, 
and to swindle. This is the devil's advice 
and motto. It is not a motto for honest 
people. 

And yet a man actuated by such mon- 
strous and immoral sentiments as these and 
publicly seeking to indoctrinate others with 
them is the Presidential candidate of a 
great party! 


BRYAN’S ABSURD BIMETALLIC THEORIES 

On Tuesday last Mr. Bryan made one of 
his rear platform. speeches at Lexington, 
Ky., the old home of Henry Clay, who 
would have been a sound money leader if 
he were now living. Mr. Clay was a great 
compromiser, and he would probably have 
offered one of his favorite devices now— 
viz.: that the ratio should be 32 to 1 instead 
of 16 to 1, so that the two metals would cir- 
culate concurrently, which was Clay’s 
idea of bimetallism. 2 

It is needless to say this is not Bryan's 
idea of bimetallism. In his Lexington 
speech he was stéll talking of bimetallism at 
16 to 1. Wheh Bryan talks like this he 
either fancies he has fools for an audience 
or he does not know what he is talking 
about, Assuming the latter, which is like- 
ly, he mistakes alternate monometallism for 
bimetallism. Bimetallism means the con- 
current circulation of two metals on a com- 
mercial ratio. That was what Washing: 
ton, Hamilton, and Jefferson sought to es- 
tablish, and Jackson and Benton forty or 
more years later. 

Bryan seems not to know there cannot be 
any such thing as bimetallism in circulation 
that is not concurrent. If he does know it 
then he is concealing the truth. The two 
metals must be of equal commercial value 
to circulate together. 
culate together they cannot be Limetallic in 
their operation as currency. This is one of 
the financial axioms which Bryan does not 
seem to have learned. 

A nation can coin dollars out of two metals 
with no regard to their intrinsic or ex- 
changeable valne, and it can invest the 
cheaper or inferior one with as much legai 
value in paying debts as the more valuable 
one. But that is not bimetallism except for 
paying debts, and practically not even then, 
as no one would use both metals for the 
same purpose. For purposes of debt-paying 
two dollars of unequal value never circulate 
together. They become monmetallism. The

lar and fluctuating in value ever thereafter 
as long as the same conditions exist. 

Bryan therefore either has made an ab- 
surd and ridiculous error or he has made a 


founding alternate monometallism with act- 
ual bimetallism. The system which he ad- 


vocates is alternate metallism—first, try 50- 


cent dollars until 871% grains of silver be- 
come intrinsically worth more than 231-5 


grains of gold. Then the silver dollar will 
retire from circulation, just as it did from 


1834 to 1873, and gold will alternate into its 


place for a certain period. We have had 


bimetallism since 1878 by upholding the 


light-weight silver dollar artificially. The 


better way would be to double its weight. 


Then we should have concurrent metallism. 


What Bryan ie advocating is alternate 
He has not once advo- 
cated concurrent metallism, as that would 
require halving the weight of the gold dollar 
or doubling the weight of the silver dollar. 


When Bryan therefore gabbles about bi- 
metallism at 16 to 1 it shows that he does 


not know the difference between concurrent 
and alternate metallism, the former consti- 
tuting bimetallism and the latter mono- 
metallism. But what right has a man who 
does not know the foundation principles of 
finance to go around the country posing on 
the rear platform of a railroad“ car as a 
past master of the science? Or why should 
sensible people fool away their time listen 

ing to him? | 


REED TO COME TO CHICAGO. 

One of the most notable announcements 
of the campaign is that Speaker Reed has 
accepted an invitation to come to Chicago 
and address the employés of the Illinois 
Steel company. The employers are tdking 
no hand in this arrangement. The invita- 
tion emanated from the men themselves, 
two thousand of them, all strictly “ com- 
mon people.” The date has not been fixed, 
but it will be some time before Oct. 1. Itis 
proposed to hold the meeting in the mill 
yard at the noon hour, and it is safe to pro- 
dict that no political gathering of the cam- 
paign will present a more significant spec- 
tacle than when “ the biggest Republican 
of the East addresses the workingmen In 
the biggest steel plant in the West.” 

The proposed event is the outgrowth of 
the organization of a sound money club by 
a score of the workmen two or three weeks 
ago. They had no idea how strong the feel- 
ing for sound money might be among their 
fellow-employés, but aimed high, as they 
supposed, in placing the figure of possible 
members at 1,100, and accordingly called 
the organization the Eleven Hundred club. 
Within a week the membership had jumped 
to 2,000 and still they are coming. The 
leaders figure now that of the 5,500 em- 


ployés in the works over 80 per cent have. 


decided already to vote for McKinley and 
an honest dollar. : 

The Reed meeting is to be followed al- 
most immediately by another demonstratien 
equally significant. Hundreds of the men 
desire to see McKinley, and a pilgrimage 
therefore is to be made to Canton, in which 
more than 1,000 already have expressed an 
intention to participate. The trip will be 
made probably within a day or two after 
Mr. Reed has paid his vistt to Chicago. 

The cheering news comes also from Mil- 
waukee that the 1,500 employés in the steel 
works there are almost a unit for sound 
money. They have a club fully organized 
and are duplicating the enthusiastic meet- 
ings that are being held in Chicago. All 
these men, enjoying the blessings of a full 
day's work and wages paid in 100-cent dol. 
lars, are seeing the folly of the Bryan propo- 
sition that they vote to cut their wages 
down one-half in value by raising up a cheap 
money standard. : 


THE SANGUINE SENATOR JONES. 

It is gratifying to perceive how the asperi- 
ties of the campaign have been softened by 
the ingemmous frankness of Senator Jones. 
At a time when it might have been expected 
he would feel depressed and evince unusual 
irritation he routs all possible anticipatory 
criticism by an exhibition of dove-like gen- 
tleness and picturesque faith. His reward 
has been immediat® and generous, and the 
rush of former detractors to pour out their 
appreciation of his Mark Tapley amiability 
is a soothing and restful spectacle in the 
midst of strife and clashing discords. 

The result in Maine was the inspiration 
which brought the Senator out strong.” 
He did not shun the inevitable interview 
like his shifty chief. He read the details of 
the avalanche with growing calm and face 
suffused with something like the flush of a 
martyr, and said: 

I feel greatly encouraged. The returns ought 
to add to the hopes of our friends all over the 
country. 

O, the sanguine soul! Called already a 


living picture of Tapley, ‘but, more than 
that, he is a veritable reproduction of Uriah 
Heep. What could exceed this abject hu- 
mility? When he contemplates the castiga- 
tion he and his leader have received and softly 
murmurs, I feel greatly encouraged,” one 
can almost see the bent form of Uriah and 
hear his favorite utterance: “ I am so hum- 
ble.“ And, if the Maine landslide can en. 
courage him, what joy awaits him later on. 
Along the entire political horizon there is 
not a cloud in sight to mar the prospect of 
a glorious day in November that will be re- 
plete with this form of encouragement. 
Surely the returns from Maine ought to add 
to the hopes of everybody to whom they 
furnish encouragement. 


UNFURL THE STARS AND STRIPES. 

One of the features of the campaign in 
Gotham is the display of Stars and Stripes 
by the leading merchants in the business 
streets. The cause of sound money has be- 
come so identified with national honor that 
patriotism has suggested Old Glory as the 
most proper emblem for all who oppose 
Bryanism. Leading members of the Mar- 
quette club propose to start a similar move- 
ment in Chicago and if the early enthusiasm 
displayed is sustained the streets soon will 


present an Independence day aspect. 


There is no reason why the pian should 
not be carried out to the fullest extent. A 
large majority of the business-men in Uhi- 
cago are enlisted in the army to fight re- 
pudiation and only await leadership to 
make with eagerness this manifestation of 
their principles. The determination now is 
to swing a huge flag across the middle of 
each block, the expense to be borne jointly 
by the proprietors of the business houses on 
either side of the street who favor the move- 
ment. In addition each store is to have Its 
own separate display, large or small as may: 
be desired. The whole array surely will 
present a formidable argument against the 
man who is seeking to drag the fair name of 
the Nation down to dishonor. Flag rais- 
ing day,“ the day to be chosen later for the 
simultaneous unfurling of all the emblems, 
should be a red letter day in the campaign.

NEW YORK POPOCRATS RAISE THEIR 
STANDARD 


The New York State Democratic conven- 
tion swallowed the whole Popocratic mess. 
It has gone down with a gulp, pushed along 
by a lot of raw hands in the political service 
of the State. But the proceeding is a farce 
and recognized to be such by every man in 
the State or out of it possessed of a particle 
of political gumption. The organizations 
have testified formally to their “ regulari- 
ty,” with the knowledge that under the 
most harmonious conditions it would be a 
sheer waste of energy to make any real 
effort to win the State from McKinley. 
They lose nothing therefore by indorsing

THE BLACK SHEEP Of THE CANTONS. 

There has been no important outbreak of 
any character in Kansas for several days, 
and after such au unusual lull it is not sur- 
prising to find that State pride could be 
éatisfied now by nothing less impressive 
than a religious war. It is consistent also 
with the tendency of the times that the 
name of the town which enjoys the present 
notoriety is Canton. The trouble appears 
to have been started by the newly-elected 
School Treasurer, who objects to the read- 
ing of the Bible in the public schools, and 
who presented a protest to that effect to the 
School Board. .This attack on a time-hon- 
ored custom aroused the wrath of the com- 
munity, and a counter petition reached the 
board couched largely in epithets supposed 
to be applicable to the Treasurer. It being 
the Treasurer’s turn to move, he advanced 
the proceedings from the literary plane to 
that of more practical action, and it is as- 
serted he or some of his friends spent the 
following night tearing down all the re- 
ligious mottoes from the walls of the school- 
house. This naturally precipitated a crisis, 
and now the entire town and the farming 
communities adjacent are involved in the 
conflict, which may reach the pyrotechnic 
stage at any hour. 

A contention of this sort is so ridiculous 
and unworthy of the present generation that 
it is difficult to believe it could seriously 
arise even in Canton, Kas. There may be 
partial justification for religious strife 
where two sects widely opposed in belief 
are subjected to the same form of laws, and 
when these laws seem to favor greatly 
either the one or the other; but to permit 
the reading of the Bible in school to plunge 
an entire community in bitter antagonism 
is supremely absurd in a Kansas settlement. 
The people of Canton should step out of 
their narrow environment and view, for 
instance, the beneficent harmony that pre- 
vails in Canton, O., where people of 
many beliefs are joining in a swelling chorus 
of broad-minded patriotism. No town hon- 
ored by the name of Canton should permit 
the stigma of narrow bigotry to be attached 


to it this year at least. 


POSSIBILITIES OF TEMPORARY

The experience of the young man in Prov- 
idence who, it is alleged, was buried for 
seventy-two hours under hypnotic influ- 
ences and was then dug up without any un- 
pleasant consequences from his brief hiber- 
nation, has evoked ‘lively speculation as to 
future possibilities in this line of experi- 
ment. The larger proportion of the public 
which has been heard on the subject is in- 
clined to scoff at the young man’s preten- 
sions and to assert that his apparent tem- 
porary death was merely a trick intended 


ulous. Others do not question the truth of 
the episode, but insist that the hypnotic 
power is too little known to warrant in 
general investigations so dangerous. Oth- 
ers, again, not only admit the probability 
that the young man did enjoy the protract- 
ed sleep credited to him, but that the inci- 
dent is not at ail extraordinary. They point 
out that hypnotism has merely developed 
in man a characteristic which has long been 
latent and which he shares with certain of 
the lower animals. 

“What bears, spakes, and woodchucks 
do every year through the entire winter 
season,” claims one sanguine philosopher, 
“man has the power to do, and has only 
lacked the courage to perform it up to the 
present time.“ 

This expounder of truth, who apparently 
is a firm believer in the most radical theo- 
ries of reincarnation, considers, in fact, that 
the human being has not lost the hiber- 
“ndting instinct, but that his facility has 
been sacrificed through disuse and that a 
little practice, aided in the beginning by 
some such agency as hypnotism, would re- 
Store the function. He recalls the fact that 
the fakirs of East India frequently allow 
themselves to be buried for long periods of 
time and then are resurrected, apparently 
none the worse for their taste of death.” 
Although he does not strengthen his propo- 
sition. by lugging in evidence from East 
India whose trustworthiness is open to 
gra ve suspicion, there is something extreme-

Capt. Stuart then threat- 
ened the lawyer with arrest if he did not get 
out of the bullding. . 

The preliminary hearing of George came 
up at 2 o' clock. J. B. Harper, an atorney of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and Miss Casey were the 
only two witnesses examined. Deputy Unit- 
ed States Attorney Pagin conducted the 
prosecution and Willard McPherson was at- 
torney for George. 

Attorney Harper read the correspondence 
which-passed between George and himself, 
dating from April 10 until last week. The 
witness said that on the representations of 
George that a man named James McCor- 
mack had died at Taxipon, Guatemala, leav-

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Surviving veterans of the Seventeenth H- 
linois Cavalry met at the Briggs House yes- 
terday and spent the day in recalling old 
battles and renewing old acquaigtances. It 
was the fifteenth annual meeting of the as- 
sociation for the election of officers and 
transaction of other business. 

At 12 o’clock the members partook of a 
banquet in the dining-room of the hotel, 
after which a general reception was held at 
which the wives and daughters of the vet- 
erans were present. The absence of Col. J. 
L. Beveridge and Gen. Farnsworth was 
much regretted. Col. Beveridge is absent 
in California, while Gen. Farnsworth is in 
Washington. The latter was the organizer 
and first Colonel of the regiment. 

T. N. Mallory, Secretary of the associa- 
tion, reported 600 survivors on the books, 
only a small percentage of whom was pres- 
ent yesterday. The rest are scattered over 
the country. The original 1,240 in the regi- 
ment were recruited mostly from Kane, Mc- 
Henry, and Du Page Counties, only a few 
coming from Chicago. Many of them, how- 
ever, have settled in Chicago since the war. 

The Seventeenth was the last regiment to 
be mustered out in Illinois. It was made u 
mostly of young fellows 16 and 17 years ol 
and most of its service was among bush- 
whackers along thé Missouri River. The 
regiment distinguished itself by capturing 
the notorious guerrilla chief, Bill Anderson.

PASTOR MAY STAY AS ELDERS RESIGN. | 


The Rev. W. T. Meloy of the First Unit- 
ed Presbyterian Cherch to An- 
nounce His Decision Sunday. 


The Rev. William T. Meloy, pastor of the 
First United Presbyterian Church, Monroe 
and Paulina streets, willon Sunday morning 
announce his decision in regard to resigning 
as pastor.

UNCOVERS A GRIM GRAVE. | 


PARKER DISCOVERS A HOLE 
FILLED WITH BONES, 


A. H. 


Location Is in a Dense Woods Between 

North Evanston and Wilmette, Not 

a Hundred Rods from Where H. H. 

Holmes Once Lived—Curiesity of 

> His Wife Leads Him to Make an In- 

vestigation—Further Search Will 
Be Made Today. 


A grave full of human bones has been 
found in the dense woods between North 
Evanston and Wilmette. The ghastly dis- 
covery was made yesterday in a peculiar 
manner, and the police are utterly unable to 
account for the bones. Many people in the 
neighborhood, however, try to connect the 
find with the multi-murderer, H. H. Holmes, 
who used.to live at Wilmette, scarcely a 
hundred rods from where the bones were 
found. 

The discovery was made early yesterday 
morning by A. H. Parker, No. 2444 Evanston 
avenue, a bookkeeper in the Evanston State 
Bank. Mr. and Mrs. Parker have been in 
the habit of driving out frequently, and oc- 
casionally would pick their way through the 
woods. 

Mrs. Parker had seen a spot in the woods 
on which the grass and underbrush did not 
grow heavy like it did on the ground about 
it. She seemed to have a premonition it was 
& grave, but her husband was skeptical, and 
tried to disabuse her mind of the idea. Two 
or three times during the last two months 
Mrs. Parker saw the spot, and each time she 
voiced her belief and tried to persuade her 
husband to investigate the place. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parker on Wednesday even- 
ing drove past the spot, which seemed to 
have some sort of a fascination for Mrs. 
Parker, and she again asked her husband if 
he would not see if somebody had not really 
been buried there. Finally, to quiet his 
wife's fears, and also, perhaps, to show her 
how groundless they were, Mr. Parker prom- 
ised he would in the morning get a spade 
and see if there was a grave. 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Parker went 
to the Jonely place and began his grewsome 
task. At a depth of three feet below the sur- 
face he struck something hard, which after 
some difficulty he loosened, and was aston- 
ished to find a bone. After some more digging 
he fished out one or two more and then 
ceased. 
Although Mr. Parker had found something 
had actually been buried there he was not 
certain at all it was a human being. Still, 
when he went to the bank yesterday morning 
he stopped at the police station and told the 
story to Chief Bartram. 

When Mr. Parker left the bank yesterday 
afternoon he and Detective White drove 
northward with two shovels. The workers 
threw back the dirt from the entire area 
where the original growth of underbrush had 
been killed and several more bones were 
found. 

When the detective’s spade turned out a 
human skull Mr. Parker could have said: I 
told you 80.“ 

Other bones found were a couple of ribs and 
a leg bone and several smaller ones. By 
that time darkness set in and the work had 
to be abandoned for the night. The police 
will go back today and continue the search. 

The bones were in no coffin or box, and 
there was no clothing found to show the body 
had been dressed or by which it might be 
identified. It is thought further search will 
reveal more bodies. Some of the bones were 
so much alike the police think they must. 
have belonged to different bodies. It is also 
hoped some shreds of cloth or other effects 
may be found. 

The skull found was small and is thought 
to be that of a woman. It did not have the 
appearance of having lain long under the 
ground and was not decayed or discolored by 
age. The cavities of the eyes and nose were 
filled with black dirt. The appearance of the 
ground also would go to show it had been dug 
up within two or three years. 

As soon as the discovery was made known 
people began to recall cases of disappearance 
that had occurred in the neighborhood. So 
far as known there has been nobody missing 
in the vicinity whose body it could have been. 
People said twelve years ago a man at North 
Evanston had threatened to commit suicide 
and had shortly after mysteriously disap- 
peared. It is thought impossible, however, 
for these bones to have belonged to him. 

The result of today’s investigation 
awaited with great interest. 


BLUECOAT LANDLORD MAKES DENIAL. 


Policeman Rowe Repudiates the 
Charge of Unduly Detaining a 
Friend of His Tenant. 


Policman C. W. Rowe of the Central De- 
tail, who, in his capacity as landlord of the 
flats at No. 6549 Ingleside avenue, was 
charged by F. T. Morehouse, one of his ten- 
ants, with forcibly imprisoning Ed B. Train- 
or, the real estate dealer, a friend of his, is 
indignant over the charge. 

Rowe denies that he placed Trainor under 
arrest, but says he thought him a suspicious 
character and detained him until he was sat- 
isfied that he was only a meddlesome friend 
of Morehouse’s. | 

Trainor gives the following version of the 
affair: 

‘** Morehouse asked me to go home with 
him as a witness, because, he said, he want- 
ed to break his lease. I accompanied him 
and heard what he said to Rowe. We then 
went on up-stairs to Morehouse’s flat. When 
we came down again Rowe came out of his 
parlor and said he guessed I had been around 
there before, and he wanted to take @ good 
look at me. He opened the door of his par- 
lor and told me to go in there. 

When we got in the parlor he took out 
his revolver and laid it on a table. He then 
called two women in and asked them if I 
was the man they had seen prowling around 
the place. They said they were not sure 
and he then said I could go.“ 


CLINCHES AN ARGUMENT WITH A STONE 


Mrs. Kregar in Bed and Mrs. Marks 
Behind Bars as the Result of 
a Wrangle. 


Mrs. Kittie Marks and Mrs. Mary Kregar 
live in the same house at No. 284 Carroll 
avenue. Quarrels are of frequent occur- 
rence between the two families, and, as a 
result of a fight engaged in by the two wom- 
en, Mrs. Kregar is confined to her bed, 
suffering from a deep scalp wound, and Mrs. 
Marks is locked up at the Desplaines Street 
Police Station, charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Marks was in 
the yard in the rear of her home when Mrs.

W. A. Whitechurch told of the Cronin 
girl insuring their goods in his office. The 
Tuesday after the fire they went to the of- 
fice to see about the insurance money. They 
told him the fire started at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and that everything was destroyed. 
They also told him that at that time they 
were at a party on Troy street, and knew 
nothing about it until they returned the 
following day. The witness said he was ar- 


ranging for a meeting with the agent of 


the ccmpany when Inspector Conway and 
Marshal Fitzgerald éntered the office and 
met the two women and obtained a state- 
ment of the fire from the sisters, 

The hearing of the case was continued 
until Sept. 23.

On Tuesday 
morning Mrs. Morean Summers, the girl's 
mother, reproved her for some remark and 
tried to chastise her. Soon afterward Mrs.

HAS NOT BEEN RELEASED. 


Records Show an Incembrance on the 
Property of the North Ohicage 
Street Railroad Which Is Not Given 
Have Been Canceled—Lake Street 
„L Beats the Record of the Alley 
„L Road. 


A mortgage to secure $1,500,000 of forty 
years bonds executed by the North Chicago 
Street railroad is on the records of Cook 
County. In none of the statements which 
have been made to stockholders or given to 
the publishers of the security book has ac- 
count been made of this mortgage. It is an- 
nounced at the office of the North Chi- 
cago Street rallroad that all the bonds issued 
under the provisions of the mortguge are in 
the treasury of the company, and tHat they 
have been canceled. The mortgage, how- 
ever, has never been released, and still 
stands to cloud the title of the property and 
as a lien which is prior to all the debentures 
which have been issued by the North Chi- 
cago Street railroad. The mortgage was ex- 
ecuted Ap 23, 1887. Richard F. Brower 
of Philadelphia, who is confidential clerk 
for P. A. B. Widener and Stephen B. Elkins, 
is the person to whom thé mortgage is issued, 
and the bonds were made payable to Hiram 
Crawford or bearer. 
that time Treasurer of the Narth Chicago 
Street railroad, Mr. Brower has forgotten 
all about the mortgage other than that it 
was made to him as a matter of form. He 
ways the mortgage has never been released, 
and that it is all right. He said further all 
the books and papers referring to the tran- 
saction are in Chicago in the custody ef 
Charies T. Yerkes. 

If, as announced by officials of the North 
Chicago Street railroad, the bonds issued 
under this mortgage are all in the possession 
of the company and canceled, the mortgage 
could be released. It has not been released, 
and there is therefore stan@ing against the 


property on thé records of Cook County this 


mortgage for $1,500,000, regarding which 
Mr. Yerkes has never considered it neces- 
sary. to inform stockholders or to include it 
in the list of the company’s liabilities. Mr. 
Yerkes returned from New York on Wednes- 
day. night, but he was too busy yesterday 
to be interviewed. W. F. Furbeck, his pri- 
vate secretary, announced that all of the 
bonds were in the treasury of the company 
and had been canceled. If by any over- 
sight the cancellation of the bonds has been 
neglected there is nothing to prevent their 
being reissued at any time. 


Mr. Yerkes Is the Master. 


In the v us Yerkes corporations there 
are such inWicate systems of bookkeeping 
that no one except Mr. Yerkes himself and 
a few of his trusted lieutenants are able to 
join together the various accounts and to 
understand exactly the position of the cor- 
It is a fact which is known to 
everyone interested in any of his corpora- 
tions that Charles T. Yerkes is the absolute 
master. The directors of the corporations 
admit themselves the affairs of the company 
are conducted entirely by the President. 
The Boards of Directors hold meetings at 
regular intervals, and such action as is pro- 
posed by. Mr. Yerkes is carried out without 
question by the board, 

The Lake Street Elevated railroad during 
the month of August carried more passengers 
than were carried by the Alley “L.”” The 
traffic of the Alley, L was 27,356 a day 
during the month of August according to 
the receiver's report, and it is announced 
by officers of the Lake Street that this record 
was beaten by the Lake Street Elevated.

Street’s Western Stable Car company has 
paid off during the present year $97,000 of its 
floating debt.

Her skirt was 
of inky blackness and Spartan severity of 
cut; but her waist w a wide expanse of 
shimmering yellow sil., and looked a good 
deal, like a sunburst in the transforma- 
tion scene of an old-time pantomime.

Minced oysters.

Oysters gratin, 
Epigrammes of lamb, Macedoine.

Minced oysters—Chop twenty-five oysters 
and two small gherkins, mincing the latter 
very fine; add three egg yelks, whipped 


smooth, a cup of fine crumbs, salt, cayenne, | 


and a dash of mace. Drop mis batter by 
the tablespoonful in hot fat and fry like 
fritters. Garnish and serve the same as 
fried oysters. | 

Deviled mutton—Prepare a mixture of a 
tablespoonful of mustard, two of olive oil, 
one of vinegar, half a tablespoonful of white 
or black pepper, and half a saltspoonful of 
cayenne. Cut slices of rare mutton an inch 
thick and score on either side very slightly, 
spreading this mixture in the incisions; broil 
over a hot fire for two minutes on each side. 
Lay on a hot dish, spread a little butter over, 
and send to table at once. 

Russian soup—Cut an ounce each of lean, 
raw ham, beef, veal, and mutton into small 
dice and brown in an ounce of butter with 
a small minced onion; cover with a quart of 
thin broth, add half a pint of shredded vege- 
tables and a tablespoonful of rice and sim- 
mer thirty minutes. Season to taste and five 
minutes before serving add two tablespoon- 
fuls of minced parsley, celery top, lettuce, 
and sorrel. 

Oysters au gratin—Chop fine the yelks of 
three hard bolled eggs and mix them with a 
teaspoonful of salt, half a saltspoonful each 
of cloves, mace, and pepper, and three 
ounces of crumbs; butter a pudding dish and 
sprinkle it with some of the mixture of 
crumbs and spices; cover with oysters and 
so continue with alternate layers of oysters 
and crumbs until you have used fifty oys- 
ters. Let the tap be of crumbs and dot with 
an ounce, of butter cut into bits. Cover and 
bake twenty minutes, then uncover and 
brown. If the crumbs are very dry it may 


* 


be well to moisten them with two table- 


spoonfuls of cream. 

Muscovite of peaches—This can be made 
with pears as well. Rub enough of either 
through a sieve to make a pint and a hal? of 
pulp; if peaches are used, scald, blanch, and 
pound half a dozen of the pits, rubbing them 
also through the sieve; add ten ounces of 
powdered sugar and an ounce of gelatine 
diluted in half a pint of boiling water; set the 
vessel containing this in a pan of cracked 
ice and stir until it thickens, when stir in a 
pint and a half of whipped cream: pour 
into a mold, close hermetically, and embed 
in ice and salt for two hours. 4

NEW USE FOR CARRIER PIGEONS. 

Scots doctors are evidently not all after the 
pattern which is so beloved of the modern 
Scots novelist. They do not all live alone, 
they have not all had distant love affairs, 
and do not take out on certain anniversaries 
a locket inclosing a miniature of a fair yet 
proud face. After such a dose of the antique 
it is quite refreshing to read of a Scots doc- 
tor who evinces an up-to-date spirit.

When, in such 
an instance, the doctor’s presence is urgent- 
ly demanded a pigeon is dispatched with a 
message and the doctor is soon on his way 
to the patient’s house. Clearly, by this ar- 
rangement, fruitless visits are avoided, time 
saved, and trouble reduced to a minimum.—

TESTING THE SCHOOLHOUSE FILTERS
